ouſly inclined, would not ſufter me to Sleep, when I went to Bed, 
ere I had ſaid my Prayers, and ſometimes, part of "my Catechiſm : 
And on the Lord's Day, ſhe made me to frequent the Church, and at 
Home on that Day, as well as moſt other Days, to read ſome Por- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures : They brought me up to School-Learn- 
ing, until I attained to the Age of about Fifteen Years, whereby I 
was capable to Write, and Read Eng/z/h.very well ;_ as alfo to caſt 
Account, few Lads went beyond me: As allo the Grammar, where- 
in I was well Inftructed in the Rules thereof, inſomuch that I began 
to make a Piece of Lazzn; but my Father living in a great Farm at 
Unrdley-Hall, in the Pariſh of Lakenheath, of 200 /. a Year; befides a 
Fein in his hands,of 100 /. per Az7. more ; he had, intheSum- 
mer-time, great occaſion for my Afliſtance, and thereby was prevent- 
ed,of attaining to that Degree they once defigned : And afterwards 
being an Apprentice, and ſo fell into Buſineſs, that I ſoon loſt a great 
part of that Learning, I once had attained. 

I muſt alſo.confeſs, I was in my Youth inclined to Company, eſpe- 
cially to Dancing and Muſick ; yet, I had in my early :Years, alove 
to Religion; and delighted much in Reading. the Holy Scriptures, 
ſometimes 8 or 10 Chapters together ; I alſo lov'd much to hear good 
Preachers. I very well remember, that ſometimes I went to Mz/- 
den-Hall, (where we formerly liv'd,) on the Lord's Day, on- purpoſe 
to hear Mr. Watſor, who was accounted a famous Preacher, being 
four Miles from my Dwelling.

BOUT the Year of our Lord 1657, Thomas Symonds of 

Norwich came to Laken-heath, and appointed Meetings ; 
and many 2akers came from Thetford, and other Places : 
And, tho' I went to Church on the Forenoon, yet 1 had itching Ears 
to hear the Puakers; and my Mother being dead, and much of my 
Reftraint thereby taken off, 1 went to their Meetings in the After- 
noon, and gave great heed to what was ſpoken ; whoſe chief Sub- 
ject was, The Lrght within every Man, and this Light to:-be Chrift : 

d their great Argueriont was from Chriſt's telling the Woman of 
Samaria her Thoughts, ſaying, Come, ſee a Man which told me all Jan 4.2 
things that ever Idid; is not this the Chriſt ? &c. Therefore, ſaid 747 
the Quaketrs, this Light within muſt needs be the Man Chrift, and 
no other Man Chriſt, do they now own to this Day, if they would 
ſpeak their Thoughts: However, their Writings prove it; and till 
they condemn them.all they alledge to the contrary, is nothing worth. 

| Well, however, I and others, were catched by theſe and the 
like fallacious Arguments, not being well grounded in the Principles 
of the Chriſtian Religion, nor underftanding the Wiles of Satan; 
and by their ſmooth and fair Carriage, by their ſuffering patiently - 
the Afronts they then met with. I cannot but till remember, how 
our Miniſter warned us of the Doctrine of the Quakers, and told 
us, they were Deceivers and Antichrifts; even thoſe very Deceivers | 
which Chrift foretold us ſhould ariſe, ſhewing Signs and Wonders ; 1,45, 
inſomuch, that if it were pofible, they ſhould deceive the very EleEt. | 
(b) But by this their pretended Patience in Sutftering, by their {© Cb) Which I 
much inſiſting on the DiCtates of our Conſtiences, which prompts be, it 
to good, and checks for ſome Evils ; with other fair Words, and lieve. 
ſeeming, nay, real Truths, with-which they covered over their 
poyſonous Pills of Schiſm and Herefie, many of us were deceived. 

Again, when I ſaw ſo much Plainneſs and ſeeming Sincerity in the 
Quakers, and conliderd, how our Miniſter lived, it was another Mo- 
tive to induce me to go after the Quakers; for Mr.Swartor, our Mi- 
niſter, lived with my Father, I do think ſome Years; my Father was 
the chief Man that got him into - Place: Bur, both then,

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and afterwards, he was ſuch an ill Example, and- I not being capable 
to judge of the Doftrinal Part, I was carried away in'my AﬀteCtions , 
being more apt to be led by Example than Precept, which is not al- 
ways ſafe: However, I do believe it was the ſcandalous -Prattice 


of our Miniſter, which I beheld in divers Particulars, which was 
one cauſe of my Stumbling,whereby 1 fell unhappily into that Schiſm. 


Obſervations on the Second Chapter. 


OW therefore. I intreat all concerned in the Miniſterial Office, 
as Fathers, That they beware they give no ill Example to their 
Flock, - contrary to what becomes their Sacred FunCQion ; - but, when 
- they Preach well, let them PraCtice ſo, as believing what they ſay, 
ſo will their People believe them to be in earneſt. But, if they Preach 
never ſo Orthodoxly, and tho' their Sermons be never ſo much Learn- 
ed, yet if they do not live in ſome tollerable ſort anſiwerably, their 
People will Queſtion, Whether they believe what they teach ; and 
as a conſequence thereof, will take that liberty in Living, which is 
not becoming Chriſtians: Or elſe, if Seducers come, will be apt 
to ſeperate themſelves, in hopes to get under a purer Miniftry ; which, 
_ they come afterwards to examine, | they may find it to be only 
in Shew. | 


CHAP. II 
Gives an Account of the Quakers Silent Meetings, and the 


Tendency of them: In which, I ſhall ſpeak ſometimes in the - 


Perſon of a Quaker, reſpeFing the time I was one. 
| Hiw= by this time fallen in with the Qakers, ina few 


Years, I became very zealous that way, and to ſilent Meet- 
ings I went ; and ſometimes we had a few Words ſpoken, 
lometimes none ; ſometimes an Epiftle of George Whritehead's, George 
Fox's, Sam. Cater's, or ſome others, read in our Meetings ; and ſome- 
times none : But the chief of what we did hear, either from our 
inſpired Infallible Teachers, or from our Friends Epiftles, in thoſe 


private -Silent Meetings, was, Toexhort us to wait in the Light,out - 


of our Selves, out of our Thoughts, out of.our. Willings and Run- 
nings, in that which is invifible; and then we ſhould receive the 
hidden Manna, yea, Manna from Heaven, which the World knew 
not of; and that we ſhould feel Chriſt to come the ſecond- time to 
Judgment; and that Judgment was to begin at the Houſe of ol, 
| Whic 
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which Houſe was our Bodies :* And from hence, divers of us fell 
oft into a Trembling-and Shaking. I have ſeen ibout five or fix to- 
ether in a Meeting, ſhake like a Leaf in Winter, namely, Marrhew 
Beefly, Jonas Skrook, William Fyſon, and others; yea; they have 
ſhaken the Forms they ſat on; and this, not once; nor twice, but fre- 
quently. . I -do very well remember, that Zobzz Kziborn the Elder,did 
one- Sunday in our Meeting, told his Arms, and ftood upright ; and 
by and by, leaped and jumped, about 18 Inches at a time, until he 
Jumped round the Room. T know, that ſome are alive fill, that know 
theſe things are true. But, let it be noted, Not a Chapter in the 
Bible was ever read amongft us, but all exhorted to adhere to the 
Light within, to obey the Light within, and to follow the Teachings 
thereof, as a Guide ſufficient to lead us to Salvation; yea, above . 
Scripture, above Fathers, above Councils, and above Churches : xa, zrovgitt's © 
This I now confeſs, was a Paradox ; not Orthodox, but abſolutely works.

And by theſe, and the 
like Arguments, our Teachers brought us oft, from believing the 
Scriptures to be theWord of God : And as ſuch,to have Authority over 
us, and Binding to us, whether convinced or not convinced ; by 
theſe means, they brought us from the PraCtice of repeating the 
Lord's Prayer,the Ten Commandments,and the Apoſtles Creed, in our 
Families : By theſe cunning Slights,they by degrees brought us off the 
Ordinances of Chriſt, as Bapri/m and the Lord's Supper, asking For- 


givenels of Sin, and the like Chriſtian Dutigs, in which many of us 


had been Educated, and which the Scriprures command and exhort 
to. And by reaſon of this, and the like DoQtine, together withnot 
reading the Holy Scriptures in our Meetings, bur their Epiſtles only, 
as in my-tormer Books I have at large ſhewed ; we came to forget, 
and not regard, nor have Faith in the Crucified Jeſus, who died for | 
our vins,and roſe for ourJuftification ; and that in theſe Fundamental 
Points following, namely, : 

7. That Faith in Chriſt, as he outwardly ſuffered at 7eruſalem, 
was nece{lary to our Salvation, provided we hearkened diligently 
to- our Light within, | ; :

and the Lord's Supper; no, every Bookſellers Shop is furniſhed 
with plenty of ſuch Books, which are writ by Men of great Learn- 
ing and Skill ; which, ſhould I write after them, it would be next 
to light a Candle at Noon-day,when the Sun {hines in its Brightneſs. 
Tho), if Ilived in a Country where ſuch Arguments 'were not, I 
thank God, I could; through the Study of the Scriptures, (and the

But, leaſt any ſhould think me pooue in ſtating the. Caſe, and in 
ſhewing. the Conſequences of our Silent Meetings, or Schools of Tg- 
norance, I ſhall now = mp farther, to prove my Matter, and that 
from plain matter of FaCt ; that ſo it may appear, as well from our 
printed Books,as from our known PraCtice,what a ftrange Efte&t theſe 
Silent Meetings had upon us; and, how we thereby, became not 
only levened into a Temper, to throw off all Inftituted Religion, but 
to a degree higher, even to'throw contempt both upon the Scriptures, 
Ordinances and Miniſters, and all things Sacred, crying down all 
Forms and Conſtitutions, how ancient and profitable ſoever they 
were, and all under a pretence of a-higher Diſpenſation, even the 
Light within, &c. 

For faith W. Penn, (a) © We [Quakers] being withdrawn from 
every Form and Conſtitution, to wait [in Silence] for Life from 
© God, and not from beggarly Elements, and therefore made a Prey 
© toall Parties; againft whom every hand have been lifted up, and 
© forſaken by-all Civil Power, Ec. | 

To this, let me add the Teſtimony of one of our greateſt Prophets ; 
his Words are theſe, (7. e.} © I dare not daub (faith So/omon) with 
© untempered Mortar ; tor where they (7. c. Profeffors of Chriſtianity) 
© are, I was, v/z. in Performances in Ordinances, in Family-Duties, 
© in Hearing, in Reading, in Prayers and Faftings, in my own Will; 
© and all this is Will-worſhip. But when that one thing (the Lzghr ) 
© came, which was needful, I then began (waiting in Silence,) to 
© learn tobe a Fool, infomuch, that I durſt not give God thanks for

Thus it is plain, that our Teachers led us into this Silent way of 
pretended Worſhip, which never was known before ſince the World 
began.

to Meditate upon ; either the Works of Creation. and Providence, 
which aflords. much Comfort, and -cauſe to praiſe God, our great 
Creator; or elſe, on our Lord Jeſus Chriſt his Death, and Sufferings, 
and perfect Obedience, and the like. But, -I ſay, to go on- purpoſe 
toa Meeting, and there fit ſtarving in the cold three or-four hours 


together, ſpeaking never a word, nor as near as we can, think. a

ſhip, as neither Prophets, Chriſt's Apoſtles, nor any Chriftian Church

© themſelves are true, yet there is nothing but Death in them to a

Thus doth Lodowrck profeſs the ſame Intallibility of Judgment the 
ſame way of Silent Meetings; - the ſame Perfection .and unerring 
Light to Guide, moved thereby immediately.

as we accounted thoſe Chriſtian Duties, commanded by Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles, and praCQtiſed by Chriſtian Churches down- 
wards, as Baptiſm, - Supper, Confeftion of Sin , &«c. and became 
ſedfaſt and fixed in the Notion of Quakeriſm ; of which T. gave 
only a Hint as I paſſed thro' my Pilgrimage in that . Particular : 
then our Teachers began to bethink themſelves of the neceflity of 
a Government in our Church, as well as our Neighbours; and if a 
Government, then a Governour; and this Government muſt be either 
Inward, or Outward : The Inward we had tried,and found defective; 
for the Diſciple pretended he was enlightned, as well as the Apoſtle ; 
and he thought he had as much right to follow his Guzde, i. e. 
his Lzght within, as to follow and obey the Light in his Teacher, or 
the Eight in any Man. | | 
Upon this, the Teachers met in Council at London, in the Month 
of May 1666, to ſettle this ſo neceſſary, as well as difficult .Point ; 
and many Arguments palled between the rey and Laity, between

F OR after we became dead to the Rudiments of the World,

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the Teachers and the Deputies. ' At laſt it was decided , That the 
Body ſhould govern, and the Light in the particular ſhould ſubmit 
to the Body. Bur till this Body being without a Head,ſezmed like 
a Monſter ; fo that there was a neceſfity to find a Head to clap upon 
this Body. Well, this Head muſt either be vifible, or inviſible; 
the latter it could not be, for then the leaſt Hearer would plead his 
Light, his Guide, his Judge, his Leader; as the Teachers told them 
in the beginning, when they decoyed them over to them. So then 
it was reſolved, it muſt be George Fox, he being the firſt , muſt be- 
come our Great Apoſtle; who, together with the Body, was to 
Govern from Eaft to Welt, and from North to South. © Since which 
time, it was in vain for any ſingle Perſon to plead the Sufficiency of 
his Light, or the Authority of it, for to the Light in the Body was 
all Power in Heaven and Earth committed. ( a ) 

And to ſupport this Glorious Cauſe, W. Penn (b)- wrote a Book, 
wherein he affirmed, © That it is a dangerous Principle,and pernicious 
© to True Religion ; and which 1s worlſe,it is the Root of Ranteyr:/m, 
© to aſſert, That nothing is a Duty 'incumbent upon thee, but what 
© thou art perſiwaded , [or convinced} is thy Duty, &c. This was 
Printed in 1681, and written by the ſame W. Penn,who in the Year 
1673 Wrote his Book ftiled , Quakeriſm a New Nick-Name for Old 
Chriſtianity ,, where he then judged it1o far from Ranteri/m, to at 
as they were perſwaded , that, Pag. 71. he faith, < No Command 
< in the SCRIPTURE, is any farther OBLIGING upon 
© ANT Man, than as he finds a CONVICTION upon his 
© Conſcience; otherwiſe Men (faid Mr. Pez7 ) ſhould be engaged 
© without, if not againſt Conviction; a thing unreaſonable in a 
© Man, £7. Thus then it's plain , That with reſpe& to the Com- 
mands of God recorded in the Holy Scriptures, Men are to be at 
liberty ; they are to obey, if they be convinced or perſwaded it's their 
Duty fo to do; if not, they may by Mr. Pers DotQtrine,be at liberty. 
And fo faith Byrrows : © That (rays he) is no Command from G 
© to me, what he commands to another ; neither did any of the Saints 
© that we read of in Scripture, att by theCommand which was to 
© 2nother, not having the Command to themſelves, £7c. And if we 
read on in the ſame Page, we may find, that theſe Commands of 
God, thus rejetted by the Quakers, unleſs they have them a-new, as 
the inſpired Apoſtles and Prophets had , were Baptiſm , and other 
Ordinances. | 

And now let me return to ſee what things W://. Pexrn would have

Readef, I have been the larger on this Quotation, becauſe it may 
evidently appear, beyond all their Gloffing, that like the Phariſees, 
their Forefathers, they make void the Commands of God, by exalting 
their own Traditions above them, ſaying, None are any further ob- 
liged to obey the Commands of God in the Holy Scripture, than they 
- are convinced or perſuaded by -their Lzght to obey ; but their own

| 2 Y way of IntroduCtion obſerve, that as I begin my Enterance 


into the Pwakers Church-Government, with the manner: of 


their ANNIVERSARY. SYNOD, fo I ſhall compleat the 
Diſcovery thereof in *a diſtinct Chapter by it ſelf, touching their 
Yearly Meetings. For.as all Proceedings in opr Courts of Judicature, 
in our Affizes, General Quarter-Sefſions, Monthly Meetings of the 
Juſtices of Peace, Commitiioned by his Majeſty, are Authorized, 
and derive their Power from Acts of Parliament; fo all the Proceed- 
ings of Monthly, Quarterly, Six Weeks, and Second-Day Meetings, 
of the Duakers Government, (which is a Government within the Go- 
vernment, and which is ftill worſe againft the Government, ) derive 
their Power and Authority from their Yearly Meeting, where their 
AQts are made, their Orders are framed, and their Methods agreed 
upon, in a Parliamentary Way. And theſe in their Order, I ſhall 
briefly go thro', beginning with their YEARLY MEETING, ſhew- 


ing 
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ing their way and manner,and that part of their Buſineſs which I fill 
remember when I'was a Member thereof; and what elſe occur to my 
Memory.,as well as by the beſt Information I can get; and ending with 
their YEARLY- MEETING, ſhewing their Do&rine, by which - 
they Influence the Deputies ſent fromall Parts of England and Wales, 
to agree in Council, to maintain their ancient Teſtimony, Ec. 


As to the manner of their Houſe, and Meeting therein. 


Firſt, They are Men choſen, and deputed by all the Quarterly 

Meetings of the Quakers in England, and Wales ; and ſent up to Lor- 

don, to fit in Council every Pernticoſt, or Whitſon-Week, Annually, 

as the Repreſentatives of the Body of the People called Quakers ; to 

which, there is reſort from Scorland, Ireland, Holland, Penſilvanta,

Well, after much ſtrugling betvreen the Foxo0n7a7 Quakers that 
hold ir Antichriftian to pay Tythes, tho' voluntarily paid ; yea, a 
compleat Denial of Chrift to be come in the Fleſh, quoting 1 Fobr 
4-3. yea, downright Ranteriſm, on the one hand ; and the S7077a7 
Quakers who held it lawful to pay, if the Supream Power gave it 
them, nay, not only the Tenth part, but even the Fifth part, if the 
Party thinks his Miniſter want it ; I ſay, great Struglings, and Wri- 
tings, and Diſputings, wefe on both Parts, about this ſo nice a Point, 
and fo neceſlary to be decided : Wherefore at a Yearly Meeting 
held at London, Fune 1693. and by the Authority of the ſame, it 
was thus, amongſt other things, Enacted : :

rity aforeſaid, Thus if any Aſſembly of Perſons, diſ- 
ſentmg from the Church of England, /hall be had 
in any Place for Religious Worſhip, with the Doors .

ing together ; all and every fuch Perſon or Perſons

Now, tho' it be well known, that the Exerciſe of the ©akers 
Religion is not only otherwiſe than according to the Liturgy, but 
direttly contrary to it, yet all muſt be Perſecution that limit them : 
As firſt, the Liturgy teach the Practice of the Ten Commandments, 
the Lord's Prayer, and Apoſtles Creed, which the Qxakers have 
not the leaſt Shadow of, either in their Meetings, or in their Fami- 
lies; the Church Liturgy teach the Sacraments of Baptiſm and the

Nation, and gave out their Epiſtles or Mandates, commanding, ra- 
ther than exhorting the People, to meet in great Numbers, in ſpite 
of Law and Law-makers,;, | receiv'd many Letters to that purpoſe, 
one whereof I may recitez%to ihew, how preſumptuous they were 
in Summoning the King's Subjects to meet and tranſgreſs this Eaw, 
which allow'd a moderate ,  anaabuilh conlidering how retrograde 
their Religion runs to all Inftituted Religion. For, there might four 
meet, beftdes thoſe of the ſame Family, and 'tis probable, that ma- 
ny Families have 12 or 15 ina Family. Here then might have 
been ſatisfaction, to ſuch as only mean to meet for their more private 
Edifying, either by Reading or Expounding ſome Portion of the Holy 
Scriptures, and which is PraCtiſed by the uſers of the Church-Litur-, 
gy; butalas! this was too mean, too low and *contemptible, for 
theſe proud Boafters to ſabmit too. The Letter is as followeth, v7z.

and their own Tranſgreflions too; infomuch;, as that in the loſs of 
13500 /. by Fines and Diſtreſs, our Teachers never loſt 50/7. where 
they were Strangers, and they had more wit than to Preach at home 
where they were known. Well, but as theſe Letters as well as their 
common Practice, was bottom'd upon an Edi&t made at a Yearly 
Meeting, which both repealed this Law, reſpeCting the 2akers who 
adheared to them as the Higher Power, alienated their Obedience 
from the Magiſtrates, and the Laws of the Land : Which Edict is

-3dly, Againſt the Paying of Churchwardens Rates, by which 
we have much trouble in the Country, otherwiſe things might be 
eafie , but.from this Fountain ſpring their Antimagifſtratical Practices. 
4thly, That all their Sifierings may,be brought up to London, in 
order for a Martyrology, both full and c6mpleat, that nothing may 
be wanting, to reproach the Magiſtrates, and extol their own Sut- 
ferings, Which they are not already aſham'd to ſay, are greater and 
more unjuſt than in the Days of Chriſt's Apoſtles, the ten Perſecu- 
tions, and all rhe Maſlacres, for the Name of Chriſt, | tho' many ,., p__ 
of them are meer Shams, as in the Caſe of Sa.

SECONDLY, This Meeting of theirs, is one of their moſt ancient 
Meetings for Government, and is made up of choſen Men amongft 
them, expert inthe Laws and Cuſtoms of the Nation, well skilFd 
in the Courts of London and Weſtminſicr, and other his Majeſty's 
Courts of Record, and ſuch as-underſtand the way and _——_— 
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Solliciting the Parliament ; and to ſupport them in all theſe things, 
they have the Common Bank to athiftthem ; which asT have ob- 
ſerved, is like Blood to their Veins, and Sinews to their Bones. 

THIRDLY, That I may not ſeem to impoſe. my fingle Judg- 
ment, that there is ſuch a Meeting ; that the Quakers. thereto be- 
longing, are thus Exerciſed, as well as Authorized, ſee their An- 
niverſary Epiſtle. |

1696. and preſented it to 
the Lord's Houſe, who immediately rejected the Quakers Paper, not- 
withſtanding all its fine and innocent Words, telling the 2akers, 
they muſt be plain, and tell them whor Kz7ng they mean : Secondly, 
Whether they believed he was.bothRz/ghrfa/ and Lawfu/King : Third- 
ly, That they muſt S7g7 their Paper. Now, theſe three things gra- 
ted forely on their tender Conſciences; for-they. went home fadly 
angry with Francis Brgg, for being inftrumental in the Diſcovery of 
their deep Hypocrifie; for had that Paper paſ&'d that no body Signed, 
no Kings Name toit; if the late King had returned, they had been 
Fiſh-whole ſtill, and as Loyal Subjetts as everthey were before.
